Dementia Care Supportive Living (SLP) locations that will be in full compliance with Federal Regulatory
Requirements for HCBS Settings by March 17, 2023. To demonstrate compliance with Federal
Regulatory Requirements for HCBS Settings, the Department has also updated evidentiary packages for
Heightened Scrutiny SLP locations that are either a) located in a building that is also a publicly or
privately-operated facility that provides inpatient institutional treatment; or b) located in a building
located on the grounds of, or immediately adjacent to, a public institution.

Information regarding the Dementia Care Units and updated evidentiary packages for Heightened
Scrutiny SLP locations are available for public review and comment for a period of 30 days, beginning on
07/27/2021 and continuing through 08/26/2021. Providers are encouraged to share this information with
their residents, representatives, and other interested parties.
